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Having celebrated his twentieth anniversary as Boston Pops Conductor in 2015 , Keith 
Lockhart is the second longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since 
its founding in 1885 . He took over as conductor in 1995 , following John Williams's 
thirteen-year tenure from 1980 to 1993 ; Mr. Williams succeeded the legendary Arthur 
Fiedler, who was at the helm of the orchestra for nearly fifty years. During his tenure, 
Keith Lockhart has significantly expanded the orchestra's programming, focused on 
national annual touring, and participated in major media events. He has solidified the 
Pops's place in the fabric of the New England community and has led the Boston Pops in 
countless performance situations. The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom he 
has collaborated is a virtual "who's who" of performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart has conducted more than 1,700 Boston Pops concerts, most of which 
have taken place during the orchestra's spring and holiday seasons in Boston's historic 
Symphony Hall. Mr. Lockhart has also led annual Boston Pops appearances at Tangle- 
wood, forty national tours to 134 cities in 33 states, and four international tours to Japan 
and Korea. He and the Pops have participated in such high-profile sporting events as 
Super Bowl XXXVI, the 2008 NBA finals, the 2013 Boston Red Sox Ring Ceremony, and 
the Red Sox Opening Day game at Fenway Park in 2009 . The annual July 4 Boston Pops 
Fireworks Spectacular—which this year attracted a live audience of 800,000 to the 
Esplanade—was featured on national network television through 2013 and was broad¬ 
cast on CBS this year to an audience of 4.5 million viewers. 

Mr. Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including 
two—The Celtic Album and The Latin Album— that earned Grammy nominations. Recent 
releases on Boston Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas- 
Live from Symphony Hall, and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers— 


featuring narrators Robert De Niro, Ed Harris, Morgan Freeman, and Cherry Jones—which 
was a Boston Pops commission premiered in 2010 during the orchestra's 125th season. 

Programming-wise, Keith Lockhart has put an increased focus on musical theater, attract¬ 
ing such leading Broadway artists as Kristen Chenoweth, Idina Menzel, Kelli O'Hara, and 
Billy Porter to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hundreds of talented young 
musicians, including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, college students from the 
Boston Conservatory and Berklee College of Music, and area high school students. He 
introduced the PopSearch talent competition and the innovative JazzFest and EdgeFest 
series, featuring prominent jazz and indie artists performing with the Pops. He is dedi¬ 
cated to building and updating the Boston Pops library of music, which contains over five 
thousand exclusive arrangements. Initiated in 2015, "Pops on Demand" concerts give 
audience members the opportunity to "choose the tunes" and vote on what Mr. Lockhart 
and the orchestra play, using a new interactive tool that tracks the results in real time. 

With a renewed commitment to bring the Boston Pops into the Boston community and 
to important civic events, Keith Lockhart and the Pops have appeared at gubernatorial 
and mayoral inauguration ceremonies; the annual tree lighting in Boston's Public Garden; 
sporting events including Red Sox, Patriots, Bruins, and Celtics games; and the memo¬ 
rial service for the Boston Marathon bombing victims. He has led free concerts in such 
major public spaces as Boston Common and Franklin Park, and each holiday season 
brings members of the Pops to play for patients at Children's Hospital. 

Perhaps the most significant key to Keith Lockhart's success is his ability to connect 
passionately with audiences through his engaging programs, his commitment to speak¬ 
ing directly from the stage with fascinating insights into the music, and his inherent 
understanding of the importance of what sets the Pops experience apart from a traditional 
orchestra concert—an atmosphere of music-making that is both fun and entertaining 
for music lovers of all ages. 

In addition to occupying the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, Keith 
Lockhart currently serves as principal conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra in London, 
which he led in the June 2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth II, and as 
artistic director of the Brevard Music Center summer institute and festival in North Car¬ 
olina. Prior to his BBC appointment, he spent eleven years as music director of the Utah 
Symphony, which he led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in Salt Lake City. He has 
appeared as a guest conductor with virtually every major symphonic ensemble in North 
America, as well as several in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to Boston, he was the 
associate conductor of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati Pops orchestras, 
as well as music director of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in Poughkeepsie, NY, 
Keith Lockhart began his musical studies with piano lessons at the age of seven. He holds 
degrees from Furman University and Carnegie Mellon University, and honorary doctor¬ 
ates from several American universities. Visit keithlockhart.com for further information. 
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In a career spanning five decades, John Williams has become one of America's most 
accomplished and successful composers for film and for the concert stage; he remains 
one of our nation's most distinguished and contributive musical voices. In January 1980, 
Mr. Williams was named nineteenth conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, succeed¬ 
ing the legendary Arthur Fiedler. He currently holds the title of George and Roberta 
Berry Boston Pops Conductor Laureate, which he assumed following his retirement in 
December 1993, after fourteen highly successful seasons. He also holds the title of Art- 
ist-in-Residence at Tanglewood and maintains thriving artistic relationships with many 
of the world's great orchestras. His 40-year artistic partnership with director Steven 
Spielberg has resulted in such acclaimed and successful films as Schindler's List, E.T. 

The Extra-Terrestrial, Jaws, Jurassic Park, Close Encounters of the Third Kind , the Indiana 
Jones films, Lincoln, and Saving Private Ryan. Mr. Williams also composed the scores for 
all seven Star Wars films, the first three Harry Potter films, and Superman, among many 
others. With five Academy Awards and fifty Oscar nominations, he is the Academy's 
most-nominated living person. For television, he wrote scores for many early anthology 
series and the themes for NBC Nightly News ("The Mission"), NBC's Meet the Press, and 
PBS's Great Performances. 

His works for the concert stage include two symphonies, and concertos for violin, viola, 
cello, flute, oboe, clarinet, bassoon, horn, trumpet, and tuba. Mr. Williams has com¬ 
posed music for many important cultural and commemorative events, including "Liberty 
Fanfare" for the rededication of the Statue of Liberty, "American Journey" for the Amer¬ 
ica's Millennium concert in Washington, D.C., and themes for the 1984,1988, and 1996 
Summer Olympic Games, and the 2002 Winter Olympic Games. John Williams is a 
recipient of the National Medal of Arts, the highest award given to artists by the United 
States Government; the Olympic Order, the IOC's highest honor; and the Kennedy Cen¬ 
ter Honor. He composed and arranged "Air and Simple Gifts" especially for the January 
2009 inaugural ceremony of President Barack Obama. In June 2016 he received the 
44th Life Achievement Award from the American Film Institute (AFI).

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JEREMIAH KISSEL 

Jeremiah Kissel has been narrator for such Boston Pops Christmas favorites as The Polar 
Express , How The Grinch Stole Christmas , and A Christmas Carol. In addition, he has performed 
the narration for The Dream Lives On at the July 4th Esplanade concert and on 
Boston Common. In summer 2011 he appeared in the Boston Symphony Orchestra's 
concert performance of Porgy and Bess at Tanglewood. With other orchestras he 
has performed The Wizard of Menlo Park , Carnival of the Animals , Peter and The Wolf , 
L'histoire du soldat, and Ellis Island: The Dream of America. He is currently appearing 
in Fiddler on the Roof at The New Repertory Theater and next month will narrate 
a "Presidential Anniversary Salute" with the Orchestra of Indian Hill in Littleton 
(MA). Jeremiah Kissel is the recipient of the first Elliot Norton Award ever pre¬ 
sented specifically to a Boston actor (1990) and won it again for his portrayal of Bernie 
Madoff in 2014. In addition he has received several IRNE awards and the Helen Hayes 
Award; in 2003 he was presented with the Elliot Norton Prize for Sustained Excellence. 



JOSE FRANCISCO SALGADO 

Jose Francisco Salgado, PhD, is an Emmy-nominated astronomer (BS in physics, University 
of Puerto Rico; PhD in astronomy, University of Michigan), experimental photographer, 
visual artist, and public speaker who creates multimedia works that communicate 
science in engaging ways. As the executive director and co-founder of KV 265, a 
non-profit science and arts education organization, Dr. Salgado collaborates with 
musicians and composers to present films that provoke curiosity and a sense of 
wonder about the Earth and the Universe. His "Science & Symphony" films have 
been presented in more than 130 concerts and have reached a combined audience 
of 300,000+ people in more than sixty cities in fifteen countries. In addition to 
the Boston Pops, orchestras that have presented these works include the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra, San Francisco Symphony, New World Symphony, and the Orchestra 
Teatro Regio Torino. His first two films were named by the International Astronom¬ 
ical Union and UNESCO as Special Projects for the International Year of Astronomy 
(IYA2009). In 2012 his film Gustav Holst's The Planets was chosen for the Ravinia Festival's 
One Score, One Chicago initiative. His critically acclaimed 2014 collaboration with com¬ 
poser Chris Theofanidis, The Legend of the Northern Lights , was premiered with the Grant 
Park Orchestra for an audience of 32,000 people. Dr. Salgado also produces and presents 
short science films with musician/composer Tom Bailey (from British pop group Thomp¬ 
son Twins) as part of the audiovisual ensemble Bailey-Salgado Project, and with harp duo 
Beyond Pluck. As an experimental photographer, Dr. Salgado has visited more than thirty

STEVEN KARIDOYANES 

As a conductor, composer, and broadcaster, Boston native Steven Karidoyanes brings a 
wealth of musical experiences to the podium. This is his twenty-third season as conductor 
and music director of the Plymouth Philharmonic Orchestra, a professional orches¬ 
tra on Boston's South Shore. In his thirteenth season conducting the New England 
Conservatory Youth Symphony, he leads concerts in Boston's Jordan Hall and 
Symphony Hall; past concert tours have taken them to Italy, Greece, Costa Rica, 
Eastern Europe, and Ireland. Since 2008 Mr. Karidoyanes has been a regular cover 
conductor for the Boston Pops. Internationally he has been a guest conductor with 
Hungary's Savaria Symphony Orchestra (in Hainburg, Austria), the Prague Sympho¬ 
ny Chamber Orchestra, and Costa Rica's National Music Institute Youth Symphony; 
he has had return engagements with the North Czech Philharmonic. In this country he 
conducted a series of concerts with the Knoxville Symphony Orchestra in January 2016, 
and has also led the Syracuse Symphony, Rochester Philharmonic, and orchestras in the 
Washington, D.C., region. He has conducted numerous subscription, pops, educational,

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and family concerts. On the operatic stage he has conducted Cape Cod Opera's Carmen; 
The Mikado with the Bostonian Opera & Concert Ensemble (a.k.a. "The Bostonians"), and 
Opera-by-the-Bay's (MA) Die Fledermaus. He recently stepped down from Masterworks 
Chorale after a decade of leading choral/orchestral masterworks in Harvard University's 
Sanders Theatre. He has also been music director of the Boston College Symphony 
Orchestra, associate conductor of the Winston-Salem Symphony and Greensboro Sym¬ 
phony orchestras in North Carolina (where he conducted annual performances of The 
Nutcracker with the North Carolina School of the Arts), and assistant conductor of the 
Rhode Island Philharmonic. He has served on the faculty of the Boston University Tan- 
glewood Institute for ten seasons, and on the conducting faculty of the New England 
Conservatory. Complementing his performing activities, Mr. Karidoyanes is a composer 
and member of ASCAP. His Yerakfna: Dionysian Dance for Orchestra was written for and 
premiered by the Pittsburgh Symphony Orchestra and has been performed by the Boston 
Pops. His Cafe Neon: Fantasy on Greek Songs and Dances has been performed more than 
thirty times by over a dozen orchestras coast to coast, and also in Italy, Greece, and Aus¬ 
tralia. His cantata Cherished Youth was twice choreographed by the Commonwealth Ballet 
(MA). Also a classical music announcer/producer, he has worked for National Public Radio 
affiliates in Boston, North Carolina, and Indiana. Steven Karidoyanes holds a bachelor of 
music degree from Boston University. He received training in orchestral conducting at the 
Canford School of Music in Dorset, England, where he studied with the renowned British 
conducting coach George Hurst. Additional orchestral studies earned him the Outstanding 
Graduate Student Award for two consecutive years from Ball State University in Indiana. 


JAMES ORENT 

Boston native James Orent's lifelong passion for music and aviation can be traced back 
childhood heroes: the Boston Symphony Orchestra and NASA's Mercury Seven 
astronauts. Since making his conducting debut at eighteen, the conductor/violinist 
has performed in fourteen countries in a wide range of musical styles. Celebrating 
his 30th season as a Boston Pops violinist, guest conductor, and cover conductor, 
he continues to live his dream of performing with the BSO, flying, and skydiving. 
Recent Pops highlights include the Red Sox 100th anniversary season opener at 
Fenway Park and "Massachusetts Remembers" tenth-anniversary 9/11 remem¬ 
brance at the Hatch Shell. In 2003 he made Boston Pops history with his dramatic 
substitution for Keith Lockhart at Chicago's Ravinia Festival. He made his Boston 
Pops radio debut from Symphony Hall in 1998 and national television debut in 1999 at 
the Ryder Cup Matches. As conductor of the Phillips Academy Andover Symphony and 
Chamber Orchestras, Mr. Orent made his televised China conducting debut—at the 
personal invitation of renowned Chinese composer/conductor Tan Dun—leading an 
international cast of musicians and dancers during the inaugural season of the Shanghai 
Symphony Orchestra Concert Hall. He recently made his Hartford Symphony/Talcott 
Mountain Music Festival debut, leading a John Williams tribute, and returned to the New 
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Philharmonia Orchestra. Music director of the Brockton Symphony Orchestra, he led 
that ensemble and the Jubilate Chorale before a crowd of 12,000 at the 20th-anniversary 
"Mashpee Night at the Pops." Recent tours have taken him to the Czech Republic, Hungary, 
Canada, New York, Washington, D.C., Savannah, and Charleston. Former assistant con- 
certmaster of the Boston Lyric Opera Orchestra, he has conducted numerous ensembles 
throughout New England and beyond. Mr. Orent earned the first NEA/Martha Baird 
Rockefeller Fund/Affiliate Artists residency with the Erie Philharmonic. Flying and skydiv¬ 
ing are lifelong interests. Keith Lockhart drew upon Mr. Orent's airline and barnstorming 
experience to fly Celtic musicians from New York to his home in northern Maine directly 
through Hurricane Fran. Mr. Orent holds the Airline Transport Pilot Certificate and US 
Parachute Association's Advanced Skydiver License, earned the Bob Buquor Memorial 
Star Crest 8-way award from 14,000 feet over New England, and is a member of "POPS" 
(the "Parachutists Over Phorty Society"). He flies his 1977 Cessna Cardinal RG aircraft to 
engagements across the eastern US. This season he made his debut as color announcer 
for the "Air Adventures" precision demonstration skydiving team at the Atlas Fireworks 
Festival. He has lectured on performance anxiety/performance enhancement through 
his "Fearless Living" seminars. Born in Boston, James M. Orent graduated from Amherst 
College, and studied conducting at the Pierre Monteux School, Yale School of Music, 
and Tanglewood. His violin teachers were Philipp Naegele (Marlboro Music) and Stanley 
Benson of the BSO. Mr. Orent's 1790 Helmer (Czech) violin belonged to Arthur Fiedler's 
father, Emanuel. 


TANGLEWOOD FESTIVAL CHORUS 
WILLIAM CUTTER, GUEST CHORUS CONDUCTOR 
JOHN OLIVER, FOUNDER AND CONDUCTOR LAUREATE 

During the 2016-17 season at Symphony Hall, the Tanglewood Festival Chorus joins the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra for works by Bach, Brahms, Busoni, Debussy, Holst, Mozart, 
and Richard Strauss. Originally formed under the joint sponsorship of Boston University 
and the Boston Symphony Orchestra, the all-volunteer Tanglewood Festival Chorus 
was established in 1970 by its founding conductor John Oliver, who stepped down from 
his leadership position with the TFC in August 2015 and now holds the lifetime title of 
Founder and Conductor Laureate. Though first established for performances at the BSO's 
summer home, the chorus was soon playing a major role in the BSO's subscription season 
as well as BSO concerts at Carnegie Hall. Now numbering more than 300 members, the 
ensemble performs year-round with the Boston Symphony and Boston Pops. The chorus 
has performed overseas under Seiji Ozawa, James Levine, and Bernard Haitink. In August 
2011, with John Oliver conducting and soloist Stephanie Blythe, the TFC gave the world 
premiere of Alan Smith's An Unknown Sphere for mezzo-soprano and chorus, commis¬ 
sioned by the BSO for the ensemble's fortieth anniversary. The chorus has made dozens 
of recordings with the BSO and Boston Pops; performed its Jordan Hall debut program 
at the New England Conservatory of Music in May 2004; had the honor of singing at 
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Sen. Edward Kennedy's funeral; has performed with the Boston Pops for the Boston Red 
Sox and Boston Celtics; and can also be heard on several movie soundtracks. Throughout 
its history, the TFC has established itself as a favorite of conductors, soloists, critics, and 
audiences alike. 


WILLIAM CUTTER 



William Cutter is Director of Choral Programs at the Massachusetts Institute of Technol¬ 
ogy, where he is conductor of the MIT Concert Choir and Chamber Chorus. A member 
of the conducting and theory faculty and former Director of Choral Studies at the 
Boston Conservatory, he currently teaches graduate conducting, harmony, and ear 
training, and is artistic director of the Boston Conservatory Summer Vocal/Choral 
Intensive. He has also held academic posts at the Boston University School for the 
Arts, the University of Lowell, and Walnut Hill School for the Arts. Former music 
director and conductor of the Brookline Chorus, he served as chorus master and 
associate conductor of Boston Lyric Opera (2002-07). For four summers he was 
conductor of the Boston University Young Artists Chorus at the Tanglewood Insti¬ 
tute, and was music director and conductor of the Opera Laboratory Theater Company, as 
well as founder and music director of the vocal chamber ensemble CANTO. As assistant 
to John Oliver for the Tanglewood Festival Chorus, he has prepared choruses for Boston 
Symphony performances under Bramwell Tovey, Sir Roger Norrington, and David Zinman, 
as well as for the Boston Pops under John Williams and Keith Lockhart. He was chorus 
master for the Pops' Red Sox Album and prepared backup singers for James Taylor's 2009 
and 2011 Tanglewood concerts. Guest conducting appearances include the Massachu¬ 
setts Intercollegiate Choral Festival, North Carolina Summer Institute of Choral Art, New 
England Conservatory Chamber Singers, and Chorus Pro Musica in Boston. Dr. Cutter has 
also served on the faculty of the North Carolina Summer Institute of Choral Art and is in 
demand as a guest conductor and adjudicator throughout the United States and Canada. In 
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2002 he was asked to serve as a choral consultant for the Boston Symphony's educational 
outreach program. With degrees in composition, he maintains an active career as a pub¬ 
lished composer; his composition teachers included David del Tredici and Bernard Rands. 
As a professional tenor, William Cutter has sung with the Handel and Haydn Society, Can¬ 
tata Singers, Boston Baroque, Emmanuel Music, and the Harvard Glee Club. He has been a 
featured soloist on the Cantata Singers Recital Series and has been a recitalist on the MIT 
faculty performance series.

The BSO's web site (bso.org) provides information on all Boston Symphony and Boston Pops activities 
at Symphony Hall and at Tanglewood, and is updated regularly. In addition, tickets for BSO and Pops 
concerts can be purchased online through a secure credit card transaction. 

Please note: In consideration of our artists and patrons, late seating will take place only during the 
seating break approximately five minutes after the start of each performance. 

Smoking is not permitted anywhere in Symphony Hall. 

Camera and recording equipment may not be brought into Symphony Hall during concerts. 

To avoid delays in food service, patrons at tables are encouraged to place their orders as early as 
possible. 

Patrons who bring bags to Symphony Hall are subject to mandatory inspections before entering the 
building. 

In the event of a building emergency, patrons will be notified by an announcement from the stage. 
Should the building need to be evacuated, please exit via the nearest door (see map on opposite 
page), or according to instructions. 

The Box Office is open from 10am until 6pm Monday through Friday, or until a half-hour past start¬ 
ing time on performance evenings. On Saturdays, the box office is open from 4pm until 8:30pm 
when there is a concert, but is otherwise closed. For an early Saturday or Sunday performance, the 
box office is generally open two hours before concert time. 

To purchase tickets: American Express, MasterCard, Visa, Diners Club, Discover, a personal check, 
and cash are accepted at the box office. To charge tickets instantly on a major credit card, call 
"SymphonyCharge" at (617) 266-1200, from 10am until 5pm Monday through Friday and from 
4:30pm to 8:30pm on Saturday. Outside the 617 area code, phone 1-888-266-1200. As noted above, 
tickets can also be purchased online. There is a handling fee of $6.50 for each ticket ordered by phone 
or online. 

First aid facilities for both men and women are available. On-call physicians attending concerts should 
leave their names and seat locations at the Cohen Wing entrance on Huntington Avenue. 

For patrons with disabilities, elevator access to Symphony Hall is available at both the Massachu¬ 
setts Avenue and Cohen Wing entrances. An access service center, large print programs, and acces¬ 
sible restrooms are available inside the Cohen Wing. For more information, call the Access Services

Elevators are located outside the O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms on the Massachusetts

Megan Hilty is most recognizable for her portrayal of 
seasoned triple-threat Ivy Lynn in NBC’s musical drama 
Smash. She followed up that series with a starring role 
on the comedy Sean Saves the World. In spring 2016 
she received critical acclaim as Brooke Ashton in the 
Roundabout Theater Company’s revival of Noises Off, 
earning nominations for Tony, Drama Desk, and Drama 
League awards and winning a Broadway.com Audience 
Award for Favorite Featured Actress in a Play. She had a 
recurring role on Bravo’s dramedy Girlfriend’s Guide to 
Divorce and the final season of CBS’s The Good Wife, and 
completed production on the TV Land pilot The First Wives 
Club. A live album of songs from her recent concert tour, 
entitled Megan Hilty Live at the Cafe Carlyle, marked the 
completion of a residency at the famed New York venue, 
where she has performed during the last two years.The 
summer brought appearances on Hulu’s Difficult People 
and CBS’s BrainDead and her Australian debut as part of 
the Adelaide Cabaret Festival. Last month she co-starred 
in Rules Don’t Apply, a feature film written, directed, and

After receiving high praise for her portrayal 
of Doralee Rhodes in Broadway’s 9 to 5: The Musical, Ms. Hilty was honored with nominations for 
Lead Actress in a Musical at the Drama Desk, Outer Critics Circle, Drama League, and L.A. Stage 
Alliance Ovation awards. Making a return Boston Pops appearance, Ms. Hilty has also performed 
at Carnegie Hall with the New York Pops, the National Symphony Orchestra at the Kennedy Center, 
the New York Philharmonic at Lincoln Center, the Cincinnati Pops, the Houston Symphony, and the 
Phoenix Symphony, among many others. Featured on TNT’s 2012 Christmas in Washington special, 
she continues to perform at prestigious venues nationwide. She is a frequent guest on PBS’s Live 
from Capital Hill concerts, and her solo concerts continue to sell out and receive critical acclaim 
across the country. Ms. Hilty’s television credits include guest-starring roles in Melissa & Joey, 
Bones, The Closer, Desperate Housewives, CSI, Shark, Ugly Betty, Eli Stone, and The Suite Life ofZach 
and Cody. Among her film credits are The Bitter Feast and the short film The Happiest Man Alive, 
opposite Justin Chambers. 



TANGLEWOOD FESTIVAL CHORUS 

WILLIAM CUTTER, GUEST CHORUS CONDUCTOR 
JOHN OLIVER, FOUNDER AND CONDUCTOR LAUREATE 

This season at Symphony Hall, the Tanglewood Festival Chorus joins the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra for works by Bach, Brahms, Busoni, Debussy, Holst, Mozart, and Richard Strauss. Originally 
formed under the joint sponsorship of Boston University and the Boston Symphony Orchestra, the 
all-volunteer Tanglewood Festival Chorus was established in 1970 by its founding conductor John 
Oliver, who stepped down from his leadership position with theTFC in August 2015 and now holds 
the lifetime title of Founder and Conductor Laureate.Though first established for performances 
at the BSO’s summer home, the chorus was soon playing a major role in the BSO’s subscription 
season, as well as in BSO concerts at Carnegie Hall. Now numbering more than 300 members, 
the ensemble performs year-round with the Boston Symphony and Boston Pops.The chorus has 
performed overseas under Seiji Ozawa, James Levine, and Bernard Haitink. In August 2011, with John 
Oliver conducting and soloist Stephanie Blythe, theTFC gave the world premiere of Alan Smith’s 
An Unknown Sphere for mezzo-soprano and chorus, commissioned by the BSO for the ensemble’s 
fortieth anniversary. The chorus has made dozens of recordings with the BSO and Boston Pops; 
performed its Jordan Hall debut program at the New England Conservatory of Music in May 2004; 
had the honor of singing at Sen. Edward Kennedy’s funeral; performed with the Boston Pops 
for the Boston Red Sox and Boston Celtics; and can also be heard on several movie soundtracks. 
Throughout its history, theTFC has established itself as a favorite of conductors, soloists, critics, and 
audiences alike. 


WILLIAM CUTTER 

William Cutter is Director of Choral Programs 
at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
where he is conductor of the MIT Concert 
Choir and Chamber Chorus. A member of the 
conducting and theory faculty and former 
Director of Choral Studies at the Boston 
Conservatory, he currently teaches graduate 
conducting, harmony, and ear training, and is 
artistic director of the Boston Conservatory 
Summer Vocal/Choral Intensive. Dr. Cutter 
has also held academic posts at the Boston 
University School for the Arts, the University 
of Lowell, and Walnut Hill School for the Arts. 
Former music director and conductor of the 
Brookline Chorus, he served as chorus master 
and associate conductor of Boston Lyric Opera (2002-07). For four summers he was conductor of 
the Boston University Young Artists Chorus at the Tanglewood Institute, and was music director 
and conductor of the Opera Laboratory Theater Company, as well as founder and music director of 
the vocal chamber ensemble CANTO. As assistant to John Oliver for the Tanglewood Festival Chorus, 
he has prepared choruses for Boston Symphony and Boston Pops performances. He was chorus 
master for the Pops ’ Red Sox Album and prepared backup singers for James Taylor’s 2009 and 2011 
Tanglewood concerts. In 2002 Dr. Cutter was asked to serve as a choral consultant for the Boston 
Symphony’s educational outreach program. With degrees in composition, he maintains an active 
career as a published composer; his composition teachers included David del Tredici and Bernard 
Rands. As a professional tenor, Dr. Cutter has sung with many local ensembles and has been 
featured on the Cantata Singers Recital Series and the MIT faculty performance series. 





BACK BAY RINGERS 


Back Bay Ringers (BBR) is an advanced, 
auditioned, handbell ensemble. Under 
Griff Gall’s direction, BBR has developed 
a reputation for excellence, regularly 
performing at such Boston-area 
landmarks as Faneuil Hall, Symphony 
Hall, the Boston Children’s Museum, 
and the Prudential Center. BBR also 
performed in festivities associated 
with the 2004 Democratic National 
Convention, as well as the Boston 
Marathon. Founded in 2004 as the 
nation’s first handbell ensemble 
dedicated to members and friends of the 
LGBT community, BBR remains open and 
affirming for membership, board, and 
community. BBR performs annually at the Boston Handbell Festival and, earlier this year, performed 
at the national conference of the Handbell Musicians of America. In addition to annual holiday 
concerts, BBR performs both as a large ensemble and in smaller quartets throughout the year 
in public settings and for private bookings. BBR has released three recordings: Merry and Bright, 
Perpetual Motion,and Comfort and Joy.

KEITH LOCKHART 

Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor 

Having celebrated his twentieth anniversary as 
Boston Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith Lockhart 
is the second longest-tenured conductor of 
the Boston Pops Orchestra since its founding 
in 1885. He took over as conductor in 1995, 
following John Williams’s thirteen-year tenure 
from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded 
the legendary Arthur Fiedler, who was at the 
helm of the orchestra for nearly fifty years. Mr. 
Lockhart has conducted nearly 1,800 Boston 
Pops concerts, most of which have taken place 
during the orchestra’s spring and holiday 
seasons in Boston’s historic Symphony Hall. He 
has also led annual Boston Pops appearances 
at Tanglewood, forty national tours to 134 
cities in 33 states, and four international tours 
to Japan and Korea. The annual July 4 Boston 
Pops Fireworks Spectacular—which this year 
drew a live audience of 800,000 to the Esplanade—was featured on national network television 
through 2013 and was broadcast on CBS this year to an audience of 4.5 million viewers. The list of 
more than 250 guest artists with whom Mr. Lockhart has collaborated is a virtual “who’s who” of 
performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— The 
Celtic Album and The Latin Album —that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases on Boston 
Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas-Live from Symphony Hall, 
and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers —featuring narrators Robert De Niro, 

Ed Harris, Morgan Freeman, and Cherry Jones—which was a Boston Pops commission premiered in 
2010 during the orchestra’s 125th season. 

Keith Lockhart’s increased focus on musical theater has attracted leading Broadway artists to the 
Pops stage. He has worked closely with hundreds of talented young musicians, including Fellows 
of the Tanglewood Music Center, college students from the Boston Conservatory and Berklee 
College of Music, and area high school students. He introduced the PopSearch talent competition 
and the innovative JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring prominent jazz and indie artists 
performing with the Pops. 

In addition to occupying the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, Keith Lockhart 
currently serves as principal conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra in London, which he led in the 
June 2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth II, and as artistic director of the Brevard 
Music Center summer institute and festival in North Carolina. Prior to his BBC appointment, he 
spent eleven years as music director of the Utah Symphony, which he led at the 2002 Olympic 
Winter Games in Salt Lake City. He has appeared as a guest conductor with virtually every major 
symphonic ensemble in North America, as well as several in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to 
Boston, he was the associate conductor of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati Pops 
orchestras, as well as music director of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in Poughkeepsie, 
NY, Mr. Lockhart began his musical studies with piano lessons at the age of seven. He holds 
degrees from Furman University and Carnegie Mellon University, and honorary doctorates from 
several American universities.

ABOUT THE POPS 




THE BOSTON POPS 


In 2017 the Boston Pops will enter its 132nd season of entertaining audiences in Boston and beyond. 
Boston Pops Conductor Keith Lockhart will mark his 23rd year at the helm of the orchestra. 

It all began in 1885, thanks to the vision of Civil War veteran Henry Lee Higginson. Four years earlier, 
in 1881, he founded the Boston Symphony Orchestra, calling its establishment "the dream of my 
life.” From the start he intended to present, in the warmer months, concerts of light classics and 
the popular music of the day. From a practical perspective, Higginson realized that these “lighter” 
performances would provide year-round employment for his musicians. The "Promenade Concerts,” 
as they were originally called, were soon informally known as "Popular Concerts,” which eventually 
became shortened to “Pops,” the name officially adopted in 1900.The following year the orchestra 
performed for the first time in its new home, Symphony Hall. Not only is this performance space 
acoustically outstanding, it was also designed, at Higginson’s insistence, so that the rows of seats 
for Boston Symphony concerts could be replaced by tables and chairs for Pops concerts. To this day, 
patrons sitting at the cabaret-style tables can enjoy food and drink, along with the kind of musical 
entertainment only the Boston Pops can provide. 

Some people may not realize that there were seventeen Pops conductors, beginning with the 
German Adolf Neuendorff, who preceded Arthur Fiedler, the first American-born musician to 
lead the orchestra. In his nearly 50-year tenure as Pops Conductor (1930-1979), he established the 
Boston Pops as a national icon. When John Williams (1980-1993) succeeded Arthur Fiedler in 1980, 
he was the most highly acclaimed composer in Hollywood, and today, with 50 Academy Award 
nominations, he is the most-nominated living person in Academy history. Mr. Williams continued 
the Boston Pops Orchestra’s prolific recording tradition with a series of best-selling recordings for 
the Philips and Sony Classical labels, broadened and updated the Pops repertoire, and entertained 
audiences with live orchestral accompaniment to film clips of memorable movie scenes, many of 
which featured iconic music from his own film scores. Having led nearly 1,800 Boston Pops concerts 
in his tenure, Keith Lockhart (1995-present) has created programs that reach out to a broader and 
younger audience by presenting artists—both established performers and rising stars—from 
virtually every corner of the entertainment world, all the while maintaining the Pops’appeal to its 
core audience. He has made 78 television shows, led forty national and four overseas tours with the 
Boston Pops Esplanade Orchestra, led the Pops at several high-profile sports events, and recorded 
thirteen albums. Mr. Lockhart’s tenure has been marked by a dramatic increase in touring, the 
orchestra’s first Grammy nominations, the first major network national broadcast of the Fourth- 
of-July spectacular from the Esplanade, and the release of the Boston Pops’first self-produced and 
self-distributed recordings.
